given on the 27th of November. It 
was an object of art, well designed 
to touch the heart of any deaf 
mute, being, in fine, a magnificent 
bronze bust of the Abbe de l'Epee, 

by llennequln. In 189.'!, on motion 
Of Mr. Tilden, the members of the 
Association elected (Jen is president. 
Some months later, when the 
French Committee on participation 
in the International Congress of the 
Deaf al Chicago, was being formed, 
the friends of M. Genis urged that 
the presidency of the comtnillee 

should be entrusted to him. With 
Joseph Chazal and Henri Gaillard, 
M. Genis added greatly to the 
success of the Work undertaken by 
the Committee. He was, moreover, 
deemed worthy to be sent to Chi- 
cago as one of the delegates from 
the City of Paris. The Americans 
elected him to preside al one of the 
sessions of the Congress. Both in 
Philadelphia and New Vork he was 
continuously the object of most 
flattering marks of respect. The 

same should be said of the German 

delegate our friend Wat/ulik. M. 

Genis represented "the French 

mutes with dignity." He was 
elected honorary member of the 
greatest of the American Societies 
of the Silent. 

In Is'.)} M. Genis was re-elected 
President of the Association, but 
this time he was to have his powers 

extended for three yean, lie par- 
ticipated in the Congress of Lyons 
in 1894, and was honorary presi- 
dent at the banquet that closed the 
first effort at ■ National Congress 

by the deaf of V ranee. ft, the 
following November a banquet was 
tendered him at Botlen. The year 
before he went, to Beims to en- 
courage the deaf of Champagne- 
who united around Futile Mercicr. 
Again we recall to memory his gal- 
lant attitude at the Congress of 
Vals-les-Bains. 

In appearance he is at once re- 
fined and benevolent, well pre- 
served, sloul, and wearing a short, 
beard, inspiring deference, with 
penetrating eyes behind Spectacles. 
He is truly a model of presiding 
Officers for deaf-mutes. We may 

reproach him that at times be is 
too easy, not using too great 
severity, but no one knowing him 

will deny his solid qualities of be- 
ing firm when firmness is neces- 
sary, and his strict impartiality. 
He had the merit of c, upcrat ing ill 

the reconciliation which was effect 

ed between the two most power- 
ful socict ies of Paris, the Associa- 
tion and PAppui Fraternel. It is 
v<-ry creditable to him that union 
IS established between the honest 
people of the silent world. M. 
Genis did not consider it dei 
galory to sil down at the ban 

of the " Bigue pourl'TJnion Amicale 
des Sourds-Mucts," thus proving his 

sincere desire to see peace and con- 
cord reign between all the children 
of the Abbe de I'Kpcc. 

To honor him the Association 
Amicale des Sourds Miiets, mother 
Of all the Societies Of French deaf- 
mutes, because the oldest, named 

him president of the joint festival 

of the French societies of the deaf, 
which will be held at Boiicn the

Early Monday evening it became 

noised about thai Mr. Flias Myers 
had been run over by I lie ears and 
killed near Canton, Ohio. Later 

Information proved only too true. 

Every one hereabouts wiio was ac- 
quainted with him, were surprised 
and pained thai be was taken oil' in 
such a manner. 
The writer lirst became acquaint 

ed with the deceased in the fall of 
1806. Wo met bin then as a pupil 
and at once became favorably im- 
pressed with his appearance. He 
was then a youth or about sixteen 
years, tall, robust, and possessing a 
countenance thai was frank and 
manly. Every pupil was his friend. 

His disposition was gentle in all its 

bearing, calculated to draw one to 

him. Never once can we recall an 

occasion, as is apt to occur among 

schoolboys, when he lost his temper. 

His handwriting was often remark- 
ed upon, being Urge and plain, and 
those Who were at school with him 

will readily recall how every Sab 

bath, for Superintendent Kay, he 
wrote the text, outline of his lee 
tore and hymn, on the slates in the 
chapel, and how easily it could be 
made out from all parts of the house. 
In 1H71 Mr. Myers, with Messrs. 
.lames M. Park and A. ('. Powell, 
graduated from the first High Class 
here, and in the fall became mem 
bcrs of the Freshman class of the 
National Deaf Mute College, now 
Oallaudct. As here, so there, Mr. 
Myers was a favorite among the 
students and took high rank as ■ 

scholar, graduating with the rest 
of his class in 1878. 

Mr. Myers devoted most of his 
time after leaving college to farm 
ing, working now and then in a 
harness or saddle factory. Mr.

The thirty-first anniversary of 

tin.' organisation of All Souls' 

Working People's Club and Clerc 
Literary Association, occurs on 
Tuesday this week — ISO.V IS'.Hi. 
The JOURNAL printed a full history 
of the Association upon the com- 
pletion of its quarter centenary, 
celebrated in December, 1890, and 
therefore we shall not attempt to 
repeat it on this occasion. It may 

not be amiss, however, to state a 
few brief tacts concerning this 
association which has the reputa- 
tion of being the oldest literary 

society of the deaf in America, in 
point of active service. It originat- 
ed as a branch of All Souls' Mission 
and still continues as such, not- 
withstanding that frequent at- 
tempts have been made to separate 
the two. It" has outlived other 
societies of its kind in (he city, and 

has always been the representative 

society of the deaf Iu re. 

All Souls' Club, which is its 
abridged name, though a branch of 
All Souls' Mission, is not a re- 
ligious society. Its relation to the 

Mission is like thai of son to lather, 

or (he like. Pnder the fostering 

care of I he Mission, it has been 
able to do a great deal, has won all 
honorable name and attained a 

greatei degree of prosperity than 

was allotted to any of its competi- 
tors. Object: to provide means for 
the intellectual, moral, and social 
welfare of t ho members. 

It is strictly non-sectarian, the 

only qualifications required being 
that applicants be above sixteen 

years of age, of good moral reputa- 
tion, and willing to contribute a 
small monthly sum to the support 
of the Club. Women arc admitted 
to membership and accorded equal 
privileges with the men, the only 
difference being iu the dues, they 
pav ing ten cents a month to the 
men's twenty-live cents. No as- 
sessments, or even lines, are levied, 
Save only when a member disobeys 
the rules which govern the Library. 
Special entertainments are fre- 
quently arranged for the benefit of 
the club and they together with the 
membership dues constitute the 
chief sources of rev enue. Meet ings 
are held every Thursday evening, 
mostly of a literary character, 
bul a social meeting is provided 
once a month. The rooms arc also 
open on Tuesday and Saturday 
evenings when the reading tables 
are well Supplied with the leading 
magazines and papers. 

Probably the strongest reason 

ever advanced for the desire to 

have the Club separated from 1 he 
Mission, is to at lain greater liberty 
in the character of amusements. 
add belter facilities for physical re- 
creation. Occupying rooms in a 

Church building, restrictions arc 

sarily placed upon the Club. 
Most nther clubs having such laei 
litics are compelled to charge high- 
er duos, and even then they find it 
expensive lo maintain them. Thus 
the members of All Souls' Club may 
consider themselves fortunate in 
being able to enjoy what privileges 
they get for the small charge now 

made, it must also be remembered 

that All Souls' is mainly a literary 
(dub, and, as such, it may well con- 
tinue its relation to All Souls' Mis- 
sion.

When a quantity of ore is to be 

sampled for assaying, it is first 
broken by an ordinary rock crush 
er into pieces Ihe size of an Fng- 
lish walnut, after which it isslmvel 
ed back info the car, but in such a 
manner thai every fifth shovelful 
is thrown aside by itself, Ihe re- 
maining four fifths being finally 
take away. This fifth portion, 
known as the " sample ," is then 
reduced lo a much greater degree 
Of fineness by means of Cornick 

rolls. It ia then piled on the fioor 

in a cone, fiatte I out, and divid- 
ed Into four equal portions and 

two opposite quarters are then, re- 
moved. The remaining quarter 
are again thoroughly mixed and 

piled in a cone, flattened and quar 
tered; thiaoperation being repealed 

II ii i il the sample is reduced to 100 
pounds. II is then Weighed repeal 
edly, for the purpose of determin- 
ing the. amount of moisliire eon 
tainod in the ore, which in some 
ores, especially those of the con 
cent rates, is so considerable as lo 

make a very appreciable difference 

in Ihe weight. The moisliire is 
then expelled, and Ihe ore is crush 
ed to such a degree or fineness thai 
It Can lie passed through the sieve 

containing L09 holes to the linear 

inch. Tin- sample is nexl pul Up 
in small glass bottles, which are 
Sealed wilji sealing wax, and then 

stamped, for the puproaeof prevent 

ing possibility of I heir being Open- 
ed or tampered with without 

detection. 

The above is the process of samp 
ling used among Ihe mines, and the 
sample- is now ready lo be assayed, 
but only a small portion of il will 

be used for thai purpose, and the 

quantity generally taken ia what is 

known as an "assay Ion," which 

weighs 'in, i (it; milligrams, ora Little 

more than 159 grains I roy weight. 

This definite amount la taken* part 

ly as a matier of convenience, and 

also because the assayer wishes to 
ascertain, as quickly SS possible, 
how many ounces of the precious 
metals fcO I he ton are contained ill 
this ore. The method used de- 
pends upon the following princi- 
ple : The avoirdupois gram 
ef 2,000 pounds contains 39,100 

ounces troy weight ; hence, when 
•-J'.»,l<;(; milligrams of the unassayed 
ore are taken, Ihe weight of the 
resulting "but ton" of gold or silver 
in t he milligrams represents at once 

without any further cab-ill a I ion, the 
number ol troy ounces of gold or 
silver in the avoirdupois ton of the 

ore. — Exchange.
